Fine-syntheeifl 
medicines are also to go into production, such as Vitamin B, vitamin' PI*; pro- 
gesterone, testosterone, etc* Hew medicine factories are being equipped with 
laboratories for the control ex’ each charge of raw materials used, an veil as 
of intermediary and finished products. Therapeutic efficiency is checked in 
the field at health units. 

Construction of the 4 main buildings of 'Chemical Products Factory No* 2 ' , 
at an undisclosed location, continued uninterrupted throughout the winter. 

A 6-kilometer railvr.y line vac completed last yeur for transporting building 
material and equipment. The concrete foundations liave been poured according 
to the Soviet method of ’’henting of aggregates”. Last year already workers 1 
quarters were erected, along vith a small electric power plant, a mechanic ai 
workshop, and sever/ 1 railway otox'ohov sec* The thermo-electric powerhouse 
and the compressors* building are under conotruction* fort of the equipment 
for the manufacture of penicillin lias already arrived.
